an open-top housing defining a fluid rp^ervojwf, 
a scrubbing medium carried by tlje^housit>g, 
a valve carried by the hcmerlng f or^fJroviding communication 
between the reservoir and the scrubbing medium and having a valve 
stem extending througjar^the ^Hs^rvoir, 

a cap for closing t>£"open top of the housing and having an 
opening therein for receiving the valve stem, and 

a flexible and resilient seal member covering the cap arfcl 
providing^ fluid-tight seal around the opening therein while 
ac<foiuJAodating manual actuation of the valve stem from above the 
carp. 


2. The cleaning device of claim Ij^^wherein said scrubbing 
medium irteludes brush bristles. 



3. The cleaning dfev^ce of claim 1, therein said housing is 
substantially cylindrical in sftape.

8. The cleaninb device of claigL 1, wherein said valve 
includes a bias spring disposed between said valve stem and said 
housing and resiliently urging said valve stem to a normal closed 
position of the valve, saic| valve stem being manually movable 
against the urging of said \bias spring to an open position 
accommodating flow of fluid frcJtp the reservoir to the scrubbing 
medium. 


9. The cleaning device of claiin 1, wherein said housing is 
formed of a light-transmitting material
